Adulterations ta Comer. 


The Dominion Analyst, has just issned a 
halletin on coffer, the renult of analyses on 
exsmples collected last winter. The report 
will go far to shatter the belief in public 
honesty. Many of them were found adult- 
erated, and 97 of the most® flagrant cases 
were elected for proseeution. Fourteen of 
the delinquents on being required to pay the 
eosta of procuring and analysing samples 
amounting in each case to 314, complied 
with the demand. The remaining 13 were 
sucd, five of them convicted, and the re- 
maining eight cases are still in litigation. 
There were, however, a great many instances 
in which the article was sold as ‘‘compound” 
or ‘“‘mixture” either verbally or having 
words written or printed on the packaces. 
Regarding the material the report says : 
“In the case of adulterate] samples tke sol- 
able matter varies in amocut from 25 to 65 
per cent, the high figures being always ov- 
eanioned by the caramel gum, solnble starcn 
and detrine contained tn the aubstances 
which are mixed with onffeo in order to pro- 
dneasn cheaper article. The manufacturers’ 
eof eephisticated coffee do not by any means 
confine themselves to the nse of chicory.
